out of the City to meet him. The next Day he 
made a Vific to the Conftable Colonna’s Lady ; and 
has fince receiv'd the Compliments of moft of the 
Cardinals, Princes, and other Perfons of Quality on 
his Arrival. He has defired an Audience of the 
Pope, but his Holinefs has deferr'd giving it till he 
has clear'd his Hands of certain Affairs of Impor- 
tance. The Cardinal de Fourbin has begun to take 
his Vifits of Leave of the facred College and_-all his 
Friends ; and is preparing to fet out on his return to 
France affoon as the Abbot de la Trimouille, who is 
nominated to fuccecd him in the Management of 
the Affaits of France, arrives from Naples. We 


have receiv’d certain Advice, that the Inhabitants of 


the lat mention’d City, being abetted by the chief 
of the Nobility of that Kingdom, have declar’d a- 
new, that they will never acquiefce with the intro- 


“ducing of French Forces into the Caftles of Naples ; 
and that the Duke d’Efcalona the Viceroy, and the 


Abbot de la Trimouille, had not dar’d to appear in 
publick for feveral Days, for fear of being infulted 
by the Populace.

but taking with him his lighreft Pieces, and got fafe 
Tykoczin. The King of Sweden immediately 
dsew his Troops toge:her, with Defign "twas fup- 
pos'd to follow the Mufcovites.

The Swedes commanded by General Reinfchild 
guard the Frontier of Upper Poland, and have re- 
pair'd the Fortifications of Pofiania, in which are 
2 of their Regiments : The reft of their Trvops are 
encamp'd ar Rawitz, Liffa, Frauftad, and Mezeri's. 
The Saxon Horfe that have drawn together in Lu- 
fatia, have not yet receiv'd Order to march to rein- 
force King Auguitas.
